Prosecuting Attorney of St. Louis, 
and as Assistant Circuit Attorney in 
charge of the grand jury. He was ac- 
tive.in Republican politics for many 
years and at one time was candidate 
for Public Administrator. 

He married Annie W. Blow in 
St. Louis in January, 1866, and they 
celebrated their golden wedding an- 
niversary in 1916. Mrs. Johnson 
died four months later. They had 
eight children, seven of whom at- 
tended the golden wedding celebra- | 
tion.

NJUNCTIONS against labor 

unions such as that obtained 

by Attorney-General Daugherty 
in the American rail shop- strike 
are illegal in Great Britain and 
have been since Parliament 
passed the’ trades disputes act 
of 1906. 

This law was made as the re- 
sult of what has become known 
as the Taff Vale Railway case, 
somewhat similar to the Danbury 
Hatters’ case, in which the House 
of Lords had held that a union 
could be sued Just like a corpo- 
ration. 

The law has been 
casionally since 1906 by a few 
applications for injunctior, but 
in no case has one been granted. 

In general, labor injunctions 
are looked upon with disfayor 
here. Harold J. Lasky, one of 
England’s leading writers on la- 
bor and economic topics, today 
declared that Britis authorities 
concur in the belief that America 
is where England was betwéen 
1825 and 1871, so far as labor is 
concerned. Pointing out that 
the practice of issuing labor in- 
junctions was started in England, 
but was abandoned. Dr. Felix 
Frankfurter of the Harvard Law 
School said in # message to the 
Post-Dispatch: 

“It is important to bear !1 
mind that the provocatives to 
strife and litigation in America, 
namely, armed guards and the 
ready use of, firearms »oth by 
private people and officials, are 
wholly ‘absent in England.”’

HERE E is a certain branch of 
cleaning which has to be in-

See that all grease is taken | 
off the fryingpans or pots, boil them 
in a little sodawater before cleaning, 
or.scrape and clean them with wire 
wool before washing and polishing 
them. 

All food. containers should be 
scalded and sun-dried before receiv- 
ing fresh foods, and only small sup- 


plies should be purchaged at a time. 
In the case of package geods, in 
some cases the containers that they 
come in are best to keep them in, 
as any other containers may

Should a thunderstorm threaten 
the sweetness of milk that must be 
kept overnight, turn it at once into 
a little white saucepan and heat it 
to the scalding point, cool it, remove 
skin from the top should it form. 

This 
will save milk for ordinary brea'- 
fast use without injury, and f may 
even be used over berries. Scald 


_ out all milk bottles or buckets berore 


setting them aside to return to the 
milkman. They are mechanically 
cleansed afterward, of course, but 
this is a protection against the odor 
of sour milk, which is very offensive, 
and draws flies and other Insects, 
All precautions should be taken toe 
keep the premises free from. vermin 
and rodents by means of screens, 
traps and disinfectants.
